SUNDAY MOUSING, MAHCH 17tu. ISTh. 
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OBSTRUCTING LEGISLATION. 

On serveral former occasions it uasbeon 
our duty in the interests of the public to 
call attention to the obstructive polioy 
persistently pursued by a certain faction 
in the House, satirically degiguated "Her 
Majesty's loyal opposition." We had hop- 
•d— although we are bound to confess thu 
hope was a forlorn one— that our strio 
turea would have in some measuro induc- 
ed the followers of th« senior member for 
Cariboo to relinquish a lino of action 
which every intelligent and true-hearted 
Columbian condemns as most detrimen- 
tal to the interests of tko Province. Bnt 
we And that, instoad of mendiog their 
ways late in the day as it is, the obstruo 
tionists are adhering to their pornioious 
polioy with a portinacity which should 
put the most abandoned of a rooulosa 
combination to shame. Hour after hour, 
day after day, — nay, week aftor week— 
they have by every politioal artifice con- 
ceivable blocked and retarded tho wheels 
of u*eful legislation. Carried away by 
chagrin and disappointment because of 
their inability to defeat the Government 
of the day they have allowed themselves 
to exceed the limits of docency and to 
hopelessly wallow in the slough of des- 
pond. We have shown in a former arti 
ole that it is customary for an opposition 
to make the best fight possible when the 
principle of any Government measure is 
being debated— that is unless the measure 
meets with tho approval of both sides of 
tho House; but we venture to assert that 
on no occasion since the inauguration of 
responsible government in this or any 
other Province have members formiDg 
the opposition rosorted to Buch shallow 
pretences as have been adopted since the 
opening of the House to defeat tho Con- 
stitution Amendment Bill. To onumerato 
every amendment offered and withdrawn, 
to dilate on each accusation mailo and ro- 
traotod, or to describe the personalities 
and vituperations paraded by tho oppo- 
sition, would be to weary our readers 
with u recapitulation of oiroumstancos the 
existence of which tbey cannot have been 
bliud to. Suffice it pimply to repeat that 
by means the opposition nevor should 
hare allowed themselves to employ the 
business of the country has been unne- 
cessarily retarded at a period when, abovo 
all others, speedy but wise legislation ii 
most needed to assist the Province to a 
development of her varied and unlimited 
reaoarces. The Government on tho other 
hand have Bhown tho Opposition every 
consideration to which they could possi- 
bly lay claim and in several instances 
have treated them with a oourtosy akin al- 
most to leniency, to whioh tho obstruo 
tionists could scarcely be Baid to bo enti- 
tled. And yet in the face of this we find 
the leader of the Opposition on every 
available occasion rising in his place in 
the House to acouse the Government of 
unseoody and unduo hasta in forwarding 
the passage of important measureB. What 
ore the facts in connection with the Con- 
stitution Amoudment Bill? Formally 
read a iirst time on the 22d ultimo it was 
before the House for investigation until 
the 27th ultimo, members being thus af- 
forded an opportunity to beoomo acquaint- 
ed not only with the principle of the 
measure but with its every detail. When, 
on the latter dute Hon. Mr. Elliott signi 
iied his intention of moving the second 
reading of the bill, the leader of tho Op- 
position upked that it be postponed on the 
ground that every member of the House 
had not been .'nruishod with maps show- 
ing the boundaries of the new electoral 
districts. To this requeyt the Govern 
ment acceded, although it was demon- 
strated by the Chief Commissioner of 
Lands and Works that several maps 
oloarly defining the limits of tho various 
districts, had been for some timo 
past open to the inspection of 
any member des-iroua of usii.g them. The 
second reading was accordingly poitpon- 
ed until the 7th inst,, wnen the Opposi- 
tion emitted a fur her wuil for delay on the 
ground that Hon. Mr. Elliott kad not re- 
futed the ohurgea made against him by the 
affable aud couiteous member forOomox, 
and in coubequuuco thereof could not be 
paid to poises; tho confidence of the 
House. Tho leader of the Government, 
however, having shown that his honor tho 
Lieut. -Governor, lefuaing to perform an 
unconstitutional ai;[, had declined to order 
a Cominidsiuu to it-suu to investigate ex 
traueou-i charges, moved the >-econd read- 
ing of the Bill, and from that day till lute 
on Tuesday evening luBt tho Opposi- 
tion have frittered away valuable time in 
moving useless amendments to the origi- 
nal motion. On Friday atternoou tue 
Bill Wus committed , after the Home had 
rejeotoil Mr. Beaven'ssix months' "hoist;" 
but even then the Opposition pleaded 
ignorance ot the provisions of the measure 
— a measure they have had before them 
nearly three weeks— and asked for further 
delay. The Government not wishing to 
afford tbe slightest pretenhO fur an accu- 
sation of o'istiuiicy courteously yielded to 
tho request, and tho debate in committee 
was postponed till to-morrow. We have 
yet to see what will bo tho dernier rtsort 
of the obstructives. But it must not be 
supposed that the ftopn sentution Bill is 
tho only important measure awaiting tho 
action of the Houbg, for amongst several 
others is one to amend and revise the law» 
relating to quartz mining. This is u 
measure of great moment to all interested 
in the development of our mineral re- 
sources and a draft of it was laid before 
tho HoaBe by Hon. Mr. Elliott so far back 
as tho 22nd ultimo. On tho 6th inst, the 
leader of tho Government moved its 
.second reading; but ogain the oracle of 
the obstructionists was in tho vannnard 
and at bis request the Bill was referred to 
a Select Committor for revision and re- 
port. Mr. Walkem himnelf is chairman 
of that oommitteo, yet from the day of its 
appointment tho Houbo has heard noth- 
ing whatever of the measure. Perhaps 
the reasons for this silence can be»t be ex- 
plained by the leader of tho Opposition, 
senior member for Cariboo, the district to 
be most affected in the near future by the 
provisions of the Bill. As chairman ho 
alone is responsible if the committee has 
not been intimated to convene, and if con- 
vened it is to him alone tho House look* 
for a statementof the committee's transac- 
tions, The House is at least entitbd to 
an explanation of the matter, and to- 
morrow, no doubt, the lion, gentleman 
will recite the causes of this apparently 
nnnecesiary dslay. The Government can 
in no way fco aeomed of impeding the v 



passage of the Bill for tho most simplo of 
all reasons that it is at present in the 
bands of a Soleot Committee appointed at 
tho roquast of Mr. Walkem, which 
committee has uover yet reported. We 
trust, therefore, we shall bear no more of 
the absurd statement that the Govern- 
ment is impeding tho course of this im- 
portant measure. The committee con- 
sists of six gentleman, a majority of whom 
have obstructed tho wheels of legislation 
in connection with the Constitution am- 
endment Bill; b^t wa should be sorry in- 
deed to supposo that they have allowed a 
ramification of their pernicious polioy to 
extend to tho Quartz Mining Act. 

THE INDEPENDENCE OF PARLIA- 
MENT. 




The Bill introduced into the House 
of Commons for the purpose of secur- 
ing tho Independence of Parliament 
proposes some important but, as recent 
events havo proved, much nooded 
changes, while it ia better calculated 
to proteot the public interests than the 
present law is. The priucipal changes 
which will be effected should this Bill 
become law may bo vory briefly de 
Hcribed. As heretofore, all placemen 
or holders of offices to which emolu- 
ments of any kind are attached, to- 
gether with pensioners who receive 
their allowance from the Canadian 
Government, nro excluded, tho only 
exception being members of the Privy 
Counoil, who, under our system of 
responsible government, are required 
to have seats in ouo or tbo other of the 
Houses of Parliament. This principle 
has received two very important ex- 
tensions in the Bill, ono applying it to 
membors of the Senate holding offices 
of emolument under the Crown, aud 
the other applying it to members of 
the House of Commons who accept of 
any office, commission, or employment, 
temporary or permanent, from one of 
the Provincial Government. This Bill 
provides that an implied contract shall 
suffice to disqualify a member. Au 
important change in this part of the 
law is the provision that it shall apply 
only to thoso who "knowingly and 
willingly" enter into or hold such con- 
tract, express or implied — a provision 
adapted, wa believe, from tho English 
law on the subject.

Ho was an undo of the 
Bishop of Nova Scotia, and wus well 
known as a largo contributor to public nnd 
privato charities.

Oar Salmon Fisheries. 

Senators Cornwall, Eoscoe and Dewd 
noy hare addressed a letter to the Minis- 
ter of Marine and Fisheries, recommend- 
ing certain regulations with reforenco to 
our salmon fisheries. They suggest to the 
Minister (1) that aomo office.- should be stmt 
to investigate and report upon the habits 
of salmon frequenting the rivers emptying 
into the Pacific; (2) the prohibition for 
the coming season of taking salmon by 
seine, gill, net or trap above the tidal 
waters of the rivers of the Province; (3) 
that tho size of tho mesh of the nets in 
future used should not be less than 5 
inches; that no net should be longer than 
one-third the width of tho river, and that 
no two nets, Ac, be fixed or allowed to 
drift nearer each other than 250 yards; (4) 
that as a closo season for tho three or 
fonr distinct species of salmon at differ- 
ent times in tho year would practically 
olosa the fisheries all the year round, from 
8 a.m. on Saturday till 12 midnight on 
Sunday fishing be prohibited, thus afford- 
ing fish two whole days and a night to 
ascend the rivers free of interference; (53 
that canneries bo compelled to bury fish 
offal; that the use of porforatod boxes bo 
not allowed; that active, efficient, and 
well-paid overseers be appointed to carry 
out the regulations, especially on tho 
FraBer River. The letter concludes with 
an assurance that tho various fisheries are 
willing to be taxed for the protection of 
the fish and suggests the establishment of 
a breeding station to guard against tho 
extirpation of the various species of sal- 
mon. 

The Indian Commission. 



Formation of the Placers of Cariboo. 

Under the above caption the San Fran- 
cisco Mining and Scientific Press publishes 
a comprehensive article from tho pen of 
Taliesin Evans, son of the member in tho 
House of Assembly for Cariboo. Tho 
writer reviews the formation of osisting 
strata, and acconnts for tho variation in 
qualities of gold by attributing tho differ- 
ence in value to the various sources 
from which they originate. He demon- 
strates the oxislonco of the Stondman and 
Bonanza ledges, and theoretically pre- 
dicts that soveral parallel ledges also 
exist, as shown on a map accompanying 
the article. His basis for the assertion of 
the existence of these as yot partly undis- 
covered ledges is founded on the fact that 
pay has beon found in tho immediate 
•vicinity. Thus: From the mouth of 
Mink Gulch the deposit of gold in 
William Creek was large, while from the 
gulch to its source tho creek was almost 
barren. Below Cameron Town, and as far 
as the Meadows, the same condition pre- 
vailed. Tho load was not ruoro than 
three miles in length, and was divided 
into three parts, each one having separate 
and distinct characteristics. From Mink 
to Arnold Gulch gold of a dull greenish 
color, carrying considerable silver and of 
low value, was obtained. Above Arnold 
Guloha new description of gold ontorod 
tho channel, and from thereto Conkling'e 
Gulch rich orange gold ranging from §17 
to 819 per ounce predominated. Opposito 
Conkling another description of gold pre- 
dominated, lighter in color than eithor, 
continuing a short distance below Cam- 
eron Town. A mile and half from the 
upper end of tho Ericcson .claim another 
rioh load was discovered carrying gold 
widely different. Stout Gnloh paid 
largely where its channel blended with 
William Creek. From those and similar . 
faots be deduces: 1st, that no such thing 
as a continuous placer lend exists iu Cari- 
boo us in Australia aud California for I ho 
reason that the forces that have boon at 
work forming them are differoat; 2ad, 
that wherever a rich placer deposit has 
been found, an equally rioh gold-bearing 
lodge exists in its immediato vicinity; 3d, 
that the placer leads while brokon and 
disjointed, may be traced with unerring 
accuracy by the general direction of tho 
gold bouring ledge3 feeding them, and 
that where the erosion of the ledges has 
been greatest thero will bo tho richest 
alluvial deposit. 

Beeves. — The finest band of cattle ever 
brought to this city came down by tho 
Enterprise yesterday afternoon from tho 
stock ranch of Mr. W. J. Roper, Kam- 
loops, consigned to Messrs. Goodaore & 
Dooley. A samplo of tho beef will be on 
exhibition at the Queen's Market, Monday 
morning. Too much credit cannot he 
given Mr. Eoper for bringing to this mar- 
ket auoh superior stock, thereby proving 
beyond doubt that British Columbia can 
successfully compete with our neighbors 
in the extra quality of bunch grass. jS"*" 

Accident. — Last evoning as W, Mil- 
lington was in tho act of mounting ahorse 
at tho Half-way House on the Esquimalt 
Bond, the animal bolted, throwing Mil- 
lington on his baok, and switching round 
jumped on him, cutting him severely 
about the head and chest. Millington was 
at once picked up, carried into the house 
and medioal assistance sent for from this 
city. We were unable last evening to 
ascertain the extent of the injuries sus- 
tained by Millington. 

Ah! — The Herald denies that any at- 
tempt to got up a meeting at Westminster 
to attack the Constitution Bill was made.

Editor Colonist: — In your issue of 
this morning I find a letter signed by Dr. 
Jones in reforonco to my remarks in tho

faots as thoy occurred, irrespective of the 
eorreotnoss or otherwise of the report 
as it appeared in the public press.

My remarks in the House wore: That I 
did not placo much roliancoon that gou- 
tlemau's discretion in the expenditure of 
publio money, and in support of my 
statement said that when ho was Medical 
Superintendent of t he Cariboo Hospital I 
was invited, iu company with Mr. Bow- 
ron, who represented i ho Government on 
the Hospital Board, to soo tho repairs 
then completed. During my stay be re- 
ferred to the improvements as having 
been carried [on under his superintend- 
ence, and to his entire satisfaction. To 
meet these extra expenses tho late Gov- 
ernment supplemented tho usual vote to 
the hospital by SI, 500, trusting to tho in- 
dulgence of tho Legislature to indemnify 
them under tho circumstances. That, 
notwithstanding tho satisfaction ox- 
pressed, after tho lapso of only twelve 
months, ho sent a letter in tho name of 
the Board to tho Governor in Council re- 
commending tho abandonment of the hos- 
pital buildings and tho jpurchaae of 
another building for tho purpose. Tho 
above is what I said, and it is 
strictly correct. I may add hore that in 
conversation with some of tho members 
of the Board, I was informed that no reso- 
lution authorizing tho doctor to take that 
step was ever adopted by the Board. 

When about starting to attend to my 
duties ho handod me a copy of his appli- 
cation with a request to support its 
prayor, which I refused to comply with, 
vob I considered it nothing elso than a 
yasto of publio money, 
J Had ho kept to' his English I might 
have understood tho balance of his letter, 
hut tho Chinookijt the end I do not pre- 
rtend to know.

EUROPE. 
Vienna, March 14 — The NewFree Press 
states that tho Crown Prince of Austria 
will shortly visit the United Statos and 
Brazil. 

London, March 14— The Admiralty has 
bought tho Brazilian ironclad Indepen- 
dence. 

Advices from Capo Town, Fob. 25th, 
say thero has been uo sorious fightiug 
since last reports. The insurgont Kaf- 
firs have [broken up into small parties, 
which ate endeavoring to force their way 
through tho patrols and ransack tho sot 
tlements for plunder. The work of pre 
venting them from carrying out their do- 
signs is excossively tedious. 

London, March 14 — A Paris dispatch 
says tho senate have passed two clauses of 
a bill concerning ttio stuto of siego by a 
vote of 102 to 143 respectively. This con- 
stitutes a signal triumph for tho govern- 
ment. Tho clauses comprise a vital prin 
ciplo of tho bill, which provides that tho 
state of siego can only bo declared in tho 
event of war or in succoring it with tho 
consont of tho Chambers. 

Paris, March 15. — M.Desolariers, mem- 
ber of tho Chamber of Deputies, is dead. 

Behlin, March 15. — The Miuistor of 
Comtnorce stilted to-day that Prussia 
would probably shortly submit a proposi- 
tion for an Imperial railway act to tho 
Federal council. 

Gallu'oli, March 14. — There aro twe 
thousand Russian lancers and ten battal- 
ions of Held artillery at Sharkoi. 

London, March 14. — All tho powors 
have agreed that tho question of Egypt, 
Syria, Tunis and holy placos can only bo 
raised at tho Congress with tho consent of 
Franco. 

A Paris correspondent telegraphs that 
Rouniania is pressing Russia for money 
duo to tho telegraphic and postal depart- 
ments nnd to privato persons for damago 
caused by tho abandonment of Buchar- 
est, and tho Georgia Railroad Co., and to 
land owners for lauds taken for tho Ga- 
latz und Frntesoi and Samnitza railway. 

Athens, March 14. — The commander- 
in-chief of the Greek army has notified 
tho minister of war that tho Turks have 
committed unparalleled cruelties on tho 
Christians in Epirn3. A large number of 
destitute fugitives have entered Greece. 

Constantinople, March 15. — It is un- 
truo that the Porte has given orders to 
prevent any more British men-of-war from 
passing tho Dardanelles. Layard has re- 
cently obtained a firman permitting tho 
passage of tho Hotspur and Tender whioh 
vessels are oxpectcd in tho Gulf of Ismad 
shortly. Layard has also received per- 
mission to send tho Rapid to the Alban- 
ian coast to ombark fugitives. 

Vienna, March 15. — Political Correspon- 
dence publishes a letter from a souroe in 
Paris which asserts that Franco at the 
Congress will endeavor to bring about a 
compromise and will rofuse to tako part 
in or sanction any partition or radical 
change of territory. 

Raqusa, March 15.— Tho Turks have 
strengthened their garrisons in Horzogo- 
vina and aro working day and night in 
the ontreuchrnents in the neighborhoods 
of Krupo, Gabella and Mostar. 

A special from Poreu reports that a 
Russian division has left Adrianople for 
Batlar. 

London, March 15. — The Liboral Asso- 
ciation of Leeds passed a resolution bind- 
ing itself to suport Gladstone at tho nsxt 
election. It doos not oxpect of him if re- 
turned to favor any local duties. Six 
candidates whoso names were boforo tho 
Association have withdrawn in his favor. 

It is stated tho Admiralty have purchas- 
ed or are about to purchase a large Japan- 
ese ironclad built ou tho Thames. 

t\. Vienna correspondent is informed 
that England will consent to be repre- 
sented in tho Congress under reserves. 
The Congress will be assembled imme- 
diately after the treaty is communicated 
to tho Powers. Tho proceedings will last 
ton days or a fortnight. Only a few points 
aro likely to cause debate. Austria op- 
poses Russia assuming tho protection of 
tho entire Greeks. 

Lloyd's says England and Austria have 
nrranged to dornaud tho annexation of 
Thessaly, Epirus and Macedonia to Greece 
if Russia persists in the extension of Bul- 
garia. 

Vienna, Maroh 15. — Tho budgot com- 
mittee of Austrian delegations adopted by 
o vote of 11 to 9 a resolution to the effect 
that in tho event of Eastern affairs ren- 
dering a display of military force una- 
voidable for protection, the common gov- 
ernment is empowered to inonr with the 
nsBont of tho Austrian and Hungarian 
ministers au expenditure not exceeding 
sixty million florins. The miuority has 
givon uotico of a counter resolution. A 
correspondent a Vienna asserts that Count 
Andrnssy has informed the Austria delo 
gation that ho will resign if tho card is 
issued.

EUROPE. 
London, March 15.— Iu the House of 
Commons to-night Smith, First Lord of 
tho Admiralty, introduced tho navy esti- 
mates, and stated that tho present forco 
was ample to man every ship that could 
be commissioned. Ho had come to the 
conclusion that it was not his duty in tho 
tinio of peaco, and hoped-for continued 
peace, to a«k for any considerable increase 
of estimates. The Houso thon passed all 
tho estimates except those for dockyards 
and stores, tho consideration of which was 
postponed. 

Lovdon, March 1(5. --The Post states in 
official form that Russia has noithor aa- 
cepted nor rejected tho proposition for 
admission of Greece to tho congress. She 
is disposed to agreo to tho admission of 
the Greek delegation with merely a con- 
sultative voice. 

A Berlin special says the powers havo 
agreed that thoy shall each have two re- 
presentatives iu the congress. 

A spooial from St. Petersburg says tho 
unofficial world hero again ontertain gravo 
upprehonsioun of serious complications. 
Men who havo considerable influence in 
causing or averting events which they 
profess to forsoe say it is by no means cer- 
tain that tho congross will meet, and if it 
does meet it is not very likely to succeed 
in oousequenco of Austrian and English 
joulousy of Russia's success. 

A dospatch from St. Stefano statos that 
the Russian Guards havo been ordorod 
to embark for homo so soon as tho treaty 
is ratified. It is uncortain whether this 
rofers to tho ratification by tho Czar of 
the congress. 

A Vienna correspondent says Russia 
has notified tho powors that tho treaty 
will bo seut to them immediately after 
ratification, Russia having no reason to 
oonoeal anything. This seoms intended 
to assure England that thero is no secret 
understanding. 

London, March 1G — A Constantinople 
special says it is assorted that Northern 
Syria has revolted and proclaimed itself 
separate from tho Sultan. It is reported 
that tho Kurds in the province of Diarle- 
kir have revolted.

CALIFORNIA. 
San Francisco, March 15. — Arrived —

EUROPE. 
Corfu, March 1G. — The nows from 
Epirus is very meagre, but sufficient to 
confirm tho report of tho complete sup- 
pression of the insurrection in the dis- 
triot of Ohema. The entire expeditionary 
force was killed, captured or dispersed in 
tho mountains. The Turkish irregulars 
continue their rapine, murder and devas- 
tation. Sixteon villages have beon burned 
or pillaged, tho inhabitants of which fled 
or perished. The Turkish authorities 
profess to be collecting and protecting re- 
fugees at Delvino, but many of them are 
known to havo beon killed. Consuls 
have reproBented tho condition of affairs 
to their Governments, and appealed for 
preventive measures. Tho British Con- 
sul is particularly active. Tho British 
man-of-war Rapid has done everything 
possible for tho refugees. 

London, March 1G. — Tho Times, in an 
editorial, says on Monday tho Russians 
occupied several villages round Constan- 
tinople, and took possession of a point on 
tho edge of the most northerly plateau 
running down towards the entrance of the 
Bosphorus. The small forts which com- 
mand tho entrance lie directly at the foot 
of the position thus ocoupied, and these 
forts aro open on the laud side. The Rus 
sians have powor to march in at any mo- 
ment and close tho entranoo to the Black 
As our correspondent observes, suoh 
a movement does not seem calculated to 
dispel the apprehension raaintainod that 
though thero may not be a secret treaty, a 
tacit understanding has been established 
with Turkey which may involve arrange- 
ments most material to the decision of tho 
other powers. It is to bo presumed that 
the torms of the treaty will provide for 
the evaouation of the wholo of Roumalia, 
and consequently any position now held 
near Constantinople. But meanwhile Rus- 
sia has established herself on the Bos- 
phorus. Not only is thoro nothing in the 
recent movements of the British to justify 
this advance, but thero is little doubt it 
must havo been adopted prior to these 
movements and independently of them. 
It would have boon difficult for Russia to 
adopt a course less likely to conciliate the 
good will of Europe or this country. Our 
correspondent at St. Petersburg does not 
give a more cheerful account. It is thero 
said by persons of considerable influence 
that while it is by no means certain tho 
congress will assemble, it is not very 
likely to he successful if it does. England 
and Austria are accused of being actuated 
not by a mere desire to protect their legi- 
timate and material interests, hut 
by jealousy of tho military aud 
diplomatic success of Russia.' Thoy 
aro supposod therefore to be desir 
ous of diminishing as for as possible the 
consequonoos of war. Russia, it is stated 
will declare, though she is willing to have 
such questions as that of the Stroits dis 
oussed, the conditions she has already 
signed are the minimum of what she has 
the right and dotermii-ation to demand. 
A diminution of tho results of war being 
thus impossible, England will seek to in 
oreaso them by demanding an extension 
to Greece, but the effect of this will bo to 
break the last link of English alliance 
with Turkey, and the Sultan will then 
resognize Russia as his surest ally. That 
these wild notiops should be seriously on 
tertained by persons of authority in tho 
Russian capital indicates a condition of 
mind by no means favorable to the satis
